Coininndoro Vanderhill's Widow. 

An intere<)ting rumor comos to me 
from New Orleans to the effect thiit 

(Joheral (ieorge I'iei rc (he has dropped 
the rierre, thuiigh, 1 believe) Toussaiut 
Beauregard is about to marry Mrs. 
Corneliin Vanderbllt, the widovv of tho 
dead Commodore. Beanre^ard, as all 
the world knowi, was one of the great- 
est eno;iiieer officers on oit her side; in the 
late war. Carefully trained at West 
Point, where he frradnated second in 
his clavs, in IKIO, he nuulered valuable 
services to the United States in the 
Mexican war, and invahiable services 
au;aia.Nt it in the war of the Rebellion. 
He is considered, to d ly, one of the 
foremost military en<rineer8 of his time 
by coni|i(^teiit criti<^9. Some of them 
contend that he is the equal of any 
engineer since Vauban. Certain it is 
that he is very highly spoken of, and 
tbat some of his wurk — that at Manassas 
battlefield, in Virjrinia, for example— is 
pointed out by the older eni^ineer 
oliicers of the army as h model for the 
y<)un^ lieutenants of the corps. He is, 
however, nothing m.>re than a great 
engineer. He was not a good fi;<:liter, 
and, after the war, he failed signally in 
an attempt to revive a Southern rail- 
road which was on its feet within six 
months after he left its l*re>idency, anci 
is now stridinir forward into permanent 
prosperity. I\)rhaps, since we have no 
great engineering work for him to do 
Creneral Beauregard is best employed as 
he is at present in asf;i.sting to manage a 
lottery enterprise at a salary of $10,(KX) 
a year. (jeneral Heanregard is a 
short, shapely, handsome old gen- 
tleman with gray hair and white 
mustache and a ruddy ' face. He 
has the appearance an^ accomplish- 
ments of a courtier of the days of l»uis 
XIV., and, withal, hosts of friends. 
He has buried two wives, and has a 
married son and a married daughter in 
New Orleans. Mrs. VanderbiU was the 
reijrnin;: belle of Mohite while yet very 
youni;, in the years immediately pre- 
ceding the war. She was not pretty, 
but was exceedingly attractive— "hand- 
some," ♦'styli-»h," •♦lovely," as the old 
beaus say. She married William 1011 iott, 
a New Orleans lawyer, but they di<l not 
agree with one another, and finally 
separated by way of the courts. For 
several years Mrs. Klliott, who was still 
very attritctive, supported herself and 
mother by teaching music. They had 
met the Vanderbilts befoie her lirst 
marriage, and it is 8aid that the Com- 
modore, who admired thtm, (piietly 
cDnti ihtifed t) their supp«»rt through 
her mother after her separation from 
her husband. McMhis as it may, they 
met again in tho North, after the war, 
ai\d when Mrs. Vanderbilt died Mr. 
Vanderbilt married Mrs. Elliott. Now 
she is a handsome widow of about 
forty, with a legacy of $HUO,Ot.K)— 
$10,00(3 for each year of her life with 
the (Commodore, as some one has ol)- 
served — and nothing tu prevent hor 
from marrving anybodv she pleases to 
maiTy. Nirs. Vanderbilt is, as is well 
known, like her late huitband, a great 
admirer of the Rev. Dr. Deems of the 
("huich of th(! Stran;;<Ms, New York 
City. Vanderbilt i 'niver.«.iiy, ai .Na-th- 
vllle, Tenn , pntbably owes its exist- 
ence to the appeals made by Dr. n.-em; 
and .Mrs. Vanderbilt to the dead mil 
lionaire. Oenenil BeanrejifiuNl, a oi'eole 
In every! hiti;r ,1^;,.^ p.osumably a 
member of Uie Uonian Oaihulio Chi)r<,;h.

tion be bel<i by the I)cinocia(ic voters of 
Mason county, on I^atut-day, the lOlh day 
of March, 1883, between the hours ot 8 
o'clock a. m., and 6 o'clock p. m. at the 
usual voting places in the various ])re- 
ciiicts for the ])nr|>o3e of selecting the 
DemoiTaii*! r.ominee for representative. 
The voting} to be managetl and controlled 
by two judges and one clerk at every pre- 
cinct. The clerks to have the same au- 
thority as the jiKljes, and a majority to 
rale in case of a dispute upon any point. 

The followiiig rules were adopted to 
govern and control the ailniission of votes : 

First— None but known and recognised 
Democrats shiil! be ]>ermitted to vote, and 
they uMi-t be le^al voters ss prescribed by 
the general tjlaliites. 

Second — Persons of unknown, uncertain 
or doubtful politics, shall not be allowed 
to vote, unless upon proof' of tlieir de- 

jtiocr.ncy. 

Third— The ofluets of the primary 
election will lay aside all preferences, and 
see that members of the Democratic party 
alone vote. 

Fourth— The said oflieers shall proceed at 
once to cnunl the vote, as soon as the polls 
!ire closed, and shall then certify the votes 
and seal same with the books, and deliver 
same on Monday, March 12th, or at latest 
on Tuesday, March 13, 18S.^, to W. W. 
Hall, and the siid W. \V. i5all. Win. P. 
Coons and Terry Jetferson, or amajorityof 
them all all constitute an examining board 
and shall proceed to count the votee from 
all the pre( incts on said Monday or Tues- 
day, In their iliscretion, and certify and 
diliver the entire vote and poll books to 
G. S. Wall, chairman. The said examin- 
ing board shall give a oertifloate of elec- 
tion to the person receiving the highest 
nnnibei- of votes, and said person shall 
be the uoiiiiiiee of the Democratic party 
of Mason county for the olUco of Repre- 
sentative in the next L^iisUture. In case 
of a tie, the examining board shall decide 
by lot. 

The follosvin^' ollicers of eUction were 
appointed by the Committee, and in case 
of failure to »c^, the Executive committee 
man is to fill the vancancy, and in case he 

fails to appoint anyone, then the oflieers 
w bo do act, arc to till the Vacancies in their 

reppective precincts:

Sorao of the Knuli'fh paporn are dis- 
ciixsing the merits of a system of freiy;ht 
roads proposed for the mAnnfaoturiiiG^ 
di><lricts of I^ancashirc, Kno^laiKl. In 
that region a vast umonnt ol material, 
raw and, manufaclnred, is subject to 
transportation for sliori disfatices. The 
railway charges are exceptionally high, 
and the oost off repeated handlin)^ adds 
materially to the burdens of niannfac- 
turers and dealers. For instanue, a 
bale of cotton reeeived at Liverpool is 
lilted out of the ship's hold and (lif|)(>ML- 
ed on the quay. It is then lifted upon a 
eart and hauled to the railway station. 
Th"re it \-* unloaded, and after one or 
more handlings is reloaded in a freight 
car, and after a lonv succession of 
"'huntiii<j;s the cnr i-; mar h iled into its 
proper train and started for Manchester. 
Here another fteries of handlings are in 
order, endinir with the d livery «»f th< 
eotton at the fa t »ry. Kroui the mil' 
back to the ship, the manufactured 
cloth IS snhject to the -anio t re it m-'nt, 
largely tMihancing ii^ cost to the ship 
per. Indeed, owin^if to miiltiplied 
h;indling-< and exce>i-ive ri.ilway chartres, 
the oost of .seudin<r goods from Liver 
pool to Mancf^ester is said to be uciually 
^rrcater than it used to be before irnii 
ways were Intr- idi iced. 

The magintude and nrgency of thp. 
trallltr forhid a return to tin; old eartagc 
Hystem fur the whole journev ; so u 
compromise is proposed in the lorm of n 
**p1ate WAy,'' on which ordinary wagons 
are to be hauled by steam motovs. 

The estimated oost of the plate way 
and Its aquipnient is about .tir'),''')!! 
mile, which would build a respecialilf 
railway in the American style. Obvi- 
ously, the carrying capacity oi a plat*' 
way used by orainary road wagons 
would be much lest than that of a regu 
lar railway. 

The <[uestion ariseo whether the avoid 
anoe of repeated loading and unloading.' 
of frelL'ht eould not be seoun d, and all 
the iid vantages of the railway letiiitiod, 
by simply transporting the loaded 
wagons upon properly const rHcted Hat 
card, to be hauled by looomutivei in the 
usual way. 

Of course this plan would be fea-iiib'e 
only where the railway carriage Wii> 
short, cnmpar(>d with the rest of the 
haulage, as, fur example, between thi 
wharf or warehouse of the city and the 
footory in the suburbs or in a near-by 
town, or between an outlying market 
garden district and the oily market. 

In many American cities from which 
railways radiate to all points Of the com- 
pass, this method of transportatfoc 
might proTC decidedly economical, ee- 
pecially in saTllUf'repeated and destroc- 
live handiingi of fruit and vegetables 
brought in from the surrounding coun- 
try. The farmer's loa<led wagoii might 
be hauled upon a platform car, as upi>n 
a ferr} boat, and carried with its team 
and driver .to ttie city station, whom-e it 
could proceed to market without delay. 
Or those whose market business is ex- 
len-ive might have r<ilays of horses and 
drivers, and seud the loaded wagons 
only by rail.. 

Vast quantities of farm and ga den 
produce are hauled in road wa^rons tif- 
teen or twenty miles to city markets. 
Kailway facilities tor tlie larger part of 
the di>tanc*', and for distances cinnid- 
erably bi-yond the present range of ro id 
haulage, wo '.Id seem to offer many ad 
vantages; while the saving in time and 
wear and tear of wagons, liarness, »nd 
te.ini^ would amplv off et reas-'nahl. 
railway charges.— /Jcte/t/i/fc American
